AN EXPLODED IDEA. 

As a citizen and a Representative of Georgia, 
he here declared that the people of that State 
were absolutely loyal to the Federal laws.

Mr. Bicknell said it was 
alleged that the Electors of one State cast 
their votes on aday not prescribed by law. 
The question would be made whether or not 
the vote of that State should be counted. A 
like difficulty had arisen in 1821, 1837, and 
1876. The object of this resolution’ was to 
avoid such a difficulty. Whether the vote of 
Georgia be counted or not counted, would 
make no. difference in the result. Every- 
body admitted that Gen. Garfield had been 
duly elected President, and would be so de- 
clared, but, to avoid any difficulty, the reso- 
lution was proposed, and he hoped it would 
be adopted unanimously. It provided for 
the same hypothetical counting which al- 
ready had tided the country over the diffi- 
culties on two occasions. 

Mr. Felton asserted that the people of 
Georgia should not be held responsible for 
the ignorance of their officials. Ttis House, 
instead of laying aside the vote of Georgia,

He wished the world to 
know that, as one representative of Georgia, 
he asserted dhe fact that, henceforth 
and forever, the people of Georgia 
Were absolutely loyal to the Federal 
laws. [Applause on the Republican side. 
The people of Georgia had no desire 
to violate the Federal laws, and when a law 
has been passed under which the Electors 
had cast their votes there had been no in- 
tention on the part of the Legislature to con- 
flict with the Federal laws. 
MR, SPEER 

said the people of Georgia had been loyal to 
the Federal power since they laid down their 
a?ms in good faith in 1865, and when they 
accepted the constitutional amendments, 
they accepted them in good faith. The gen- 
tleman from New Jersey (Robeson) did an 
injustice when he said no man on the Dem- 
ocratic side dared stand forth and speak for 
what they understood to be true 
Democracy against the Morgan resolution. 
There were three Democrats who had 
done that (Felton, Stephens, and himself), 
and had recorded their votes against the reso- 
lntion. He ‘joined with the gentleman 
from New Jersey in congratulating his Dem- 
ocratic brethren that they had reached a so- 
lution of the question which would not do 
violence to the grand rights of a sovereign 
State.

THE SENATE RESOLUTION.

EADS. 
AN IMBROGLIO IN COMMITTEE.

Wasuineton, D. C., Feb. 5.—Capt. Eads, 
who enjoys the reputation of being extraor- 
dinarily skillful in the management of mat- 
ters in Congress, turned the adverse major- 
in the Iuteroceanic Canal Committee into a 
favorable majority of one this morning.

PROVISIONS OF THE BILI. 

To the Western Associated Press. 

WaAsuineton, D. C., Feb. 5&—The bill 

adopted to-day by the Select Committee of 
the House on the Interoceanic Canal to in- 
corporate the Interoceanic Ship Railway 
Company, authorizes the Company to issue 
stock not to exceed $75,000,000, and dispose 
of it as the Company may deem proper, 
and to make all necessary rules and regula- 
tigns and manage ail matters connected 
with the business of the Company. It gives 
a guarantee of the Government for fifteen 
years after the railway is completed for the 
payment of semi-annual dividends of not 
less than 8 per cent on the par value 
of $50,000,000 of stock, provided that 
no part this guarantee shall take effect until 
the entire practicability shall be demon- 
strated of transporting a loaded vessel 
weighing, with its load. not less than 2,000 
tons, at net Jess than six miles per hour. 
When ten have been completed the 
guarantee the United States to the extent 
of $5,000,000 shall at once attach. The 
guarantee of the Government will attach to 
each additional $5,000,000 upon each suc- 
cessful experiment up to the maximum of 
$50,000,000. The bill also authorizes the con- 
struction of a water-way to connect the 
terminal works of the railway with the 
river or harbor at either end of the route. 

IT FURTHER PROVIDES 
that, in consideration of the guarantee of the 
United States Government, the Company 
shall transport all Government vessels, 
troops, mals, and officials, and transmit 
upon its telegraph lines all Government mes- 
sages, free of charge. It reserves to the Gov- 
ernment of the United States the right and 
power to revise and contract the tolls, rights, 
and charges imposed by the Company, and 
the right in fixing the rate of tolls to discrim- 
inate in favor of vessels belonging to citizens 
of the United States or Mexico, but, in all 
such cases the commerce of Mexico is to en- 
joy every advantage and immunity 
equally with that of the United 
States. It restricts the Company dur- 
ing the continuance of the guarantee of 
the United States from mortgaging the rail- 
way, and prohibits the Company from trans- 
porting any vessels of war, etc., of any na- 
tion at war with the United States or Mexico. 
It declares that the Government of the 
United States shall not, by reason of its 
guarantee, secure any right which will vio- 
late the letter or spirit of the concession 
granted by the Mexican Government to 
James B. Eads; that nothing in that shall 
be construed to trammel the said Eads in the 
design, location, and contruction, of the said 
railway. It limits the individual liability of 
the shareholders to the amount of capital 
stock subscribed by them. 


NORTHERN PACIFIC, 
A PROSPEROUS CORPORATION.

Parraperpsia, Pa., Feb. 5.—There has 


not been such a famine of coal in many years 


as now exists. The cold weather has pre- 
vented anything like the usual work at the 
mines, for operators cannot get the miners to 
work at all in such weather as we have had 
for the past week or, two. The collieries 
have been in operation nominally on full 
time, but there has not been an average of 
two days’ full work during the week. Mean 
while the consumption of coal has 
been large and constant. In the East 
the winter has been so gevere that 
supplies have been exhansted much 
earlier than usual, and manufacturers have 
found the stock at the mills going off at a 
rapid rate. Along the line furnaces have 
been busily engaged, and others have goue

PLANS OF THE NEW COMPANY.

New York, Feb. 5.—The stockholdors in the 
American Rapia Telegraph Company having 
added ex-Gov. Marshall Jewell, ex-Gov. Alex- 
ander H. Rice, and Mr. Renjamin H. Bristow to 
their Board of Directors, arrangements are be- 
ing made for the extension of their lines to all 
the principal cities of the United States. The 
following details of the plans of the Company 
were obtained from Mr. J; A. Sherman, the Gen- 
eral Superintendent: A wire between Phila- 
delphia and New York,wili be completed within 
two or three weeks, and work ie being 
pushed forward as rapidiy as possible on 
a line to connect New York with Albany. 
From Albany a wire will be extended eastward 
to Boston, passing through Springfield and 
several other important New England towns 
and villages. The intention of the Company is 
to reach not only allthe leading Eastern and 
Southern cities, but also to include Kansas City 
and Omaha in the West. Mr. Sherman added: 

“OUR PRESENT FACILITIES 
enable us to transact business with Washington, 
Baltimore, Hartford, New Haven, Providence, 
and Boston, and intermediate places. Our uni- 
form rates to all stations are 15 cents for twenty 
words; 2 cents for thirty words, and so on 
in proportion up to $1 for 18 words. 
By the old Morse system, an operator who can 
attain a speed of twenty-five words per minute 
is considered a first-classman. The speed of the 
Rapid Telegraph Company's system on its line 
between New York and Boston for regular 
work is 
ONE THOUSAND WORDS PER MINUTE.” 

Mr. Sherman claims that it is this increased 
capacity of a single wire that solves the problem 
of cheap telegtaph. The Company was organ- 
ized in 1878, with a capital of $4,000,000. The 
Company has thus far established ten local sta- 
tions iu the City of New York, and others will be 
opened as soon as the necessary arrangements 
can be made.

THE mortality report for this city for Jan- 
uary bears out the theory of an article 
printed elsewhere, that there have been 
peculiar atmospheric conditions of late which 
were highiy unfavorable to good health. 
The deaths during the month were 976, 
against 814 the preceding month, and 771 in 
Jan of 1880. Of course the increase of 
population during the year will properly ac- 
count for a certain increase in mortality, but 
scarcely to the extent that has actually oc- 
curred. Comparativestatistics in other cities 
and towns will undoubtedly exhibit a corre- 
sponding increase, because the unfavorable 
conditions have not been cenfined to Chicago 
or this section of the country. The only 
warning conveyed is to be found in the large 
number of zymotic diseases, chief among 
which were diphtheria, croup, and scariet- 
fever; and, this should impress upon all 
families the necessity for a strict regimen as 
to ventilation, cleanliness, and avoidance as 
far as possible of indiscriminate association 
among children of different families.

Mr. BICKNELL’S concurrent resolution in 
reference to the Electoral count, greatly 
modified from the original draft, passed the 
House yesterday.

THE apparently needless harshness, not to 
say brutality, with which Michael Davitt has 
been treated by the English prison author- 
ities since his arrest seems to have led to a 
reaction, as far as his case is concerned, 
among the less prejudiced and better inten- 
tioned classes in England. A convict’s dress 
could never degrade Davitt in the eyes of 
his countrymen, or in the eYes of the world, 
and probably he himself did not care 
about the evident insult sought to 
be offered to him by putting on 
him the dress worn by the stack- 
firer, the garroter, or the wife-beater of the 
English convict prison. Mr. Labouchere 
and other English Liberal members of Par- 
liament are exerting themselves in the laud- 
able work of trying to induce Sir William 
Harcourt to have Mr. Davitt treated as polit- 
ical prisoners are treated in every civ- 
llized country in the world. It is 
strange that a Government presided over 
by Mr. Gladstone, who made the world ring 
with the story of the sufferings and indigni- 
ties with which Silvio Pellico and his fellow- 
prisoners were treated, should have toler- 
ated for a moment the brutal treatment of 
Mr. Davitt, who, though an enemy to Brit- 
ish ruie in Ireland, is yet a gentleman of ed- 
ucation and character. It is to be sincerely 
hoped that Mr. Labouchere’s efforts in his be- 
half may prove successful. 


STREET-IMPROVEMENT TAXATION. 

It is a singular fact that bad, objectionable, 
or mischievous legislation can always secure 
more active, earnest, and effective support- 
ers in the Legisiature than are found advo- 
cating measures intended to promote the 
public interest. A few weeks ago we cailed 
attention to a bill prepared in this city with 
a view to presentation to the Legislature, and 
pointed out the ruinous effects upon this city 
in case it should be enacted. In Tue Tnin- 
UNE’s report of the legislative proceedings of 
Wednesday it appeared that the bill had pro- 
gressed so far in the Senate as to be ordered 
toathird reading. Sucha bill must have 
had some industrious supporter in order to 
have made such progress. This bill pro- 
vides: 


That when any city shall by ordinance provide 
for the improvement of any street by the filling, 
curbing, and paving, or either of them, of such 
street, u A permanent manner, by special as- 
sessment or special taxation of contiguous pro 
erty, or otherwise, it may by same or 
nance provide that when the same shall be im- 
proved in the manner and by the means pre- 
ie in the urdinance, to the satisfaction of 
the proper Officer or department of the city, it 
shall not thereafter be filied, curbed, and paved, 
or either of them, as the case may be by means 
of special assessment or special taxation. 


The second section recites that the city may 
by ordinance provide for such improvement, 
“in a permanent manner,” at the expense of 
the owners of adjoining property, and there- 
after it shall not beso improved by special 
assessment. ‘The third section is as follows: 


No improvement shall be ordered by virtue 
of this act, unless the same shail be of a 
substantial and permanent character; and when 
any street shall be filled, curbed, and paved, or 
either of them, in accordance with an ordinance

There are certain radical defects in this 
bill; * we have already discussed, but 
h we must again call public attention, 
ad especially the attention of the members 
of the Legislature who represent this eity. 
What is street improvement in “a perma- 
nent manner,” and what is “a permanent 
character? Is a street paved with cobble- 
stones, stone blocks, pine blocks, cedar 
blocks, asphalt, or pine boards paved in a 
permanent manner, or is such a pavement 
one of “a permanent character”? All of 
these pavements have been in use in this 
cit?, and have, when once tried, been aban- 
doned. Isa pavement, when declared by the 
Council to be of a permanent character, act- 
ually permanent, no matter how soon it is 
worn out or abandoned? We began to pave 
streets in Chicago in 1855, and none of the 
original pavements are now in use. How 
long must a pavement last in order to 
be “permanent”? Is it five, ten, twen- 
ty, or twenty-five years? A permanent 
pavement for streets is one of the 
things not yet discovered; and even 
in London and Paris that question is d 
cussed just as it is here in Chicago. A * 5 
ment that might be of a permanent character 
in one street would not last a year on another 
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a front foot for paving the street on which 
his lot abuts. He is told that, having paid 
this tax once, he is forever thereafter to be 
exembt from paying a paving tax. This iga 
delusion and a snare, His lot, instead of 
being taxed once in ten years for paving the 
street for the number of front feet, is to be 
taxed ually during the centuries that are 
to come for repaving the 1,000, or 5,000, or 
10,000 miles of streets which may be in the 
City of Chicago. If he live on a residence 
street which may not wear out rapidly, his 
lot will be taxed at the most only once in the 
lifetime of the pavement; while under this 
proposed law he will be called on annually 
to pay for repaving all the business and other 
heavily-used streets, where the pavements 
are short-lived and costly. 

It is urged that the life of the pavements 
on the thoroughfares and business streets is 
short, and the biennial, triennial, and quadren- 
nial renewal of those streets is costly and an 
unjust burden on the property now gpecially 
taxed for that purpose. Thisis not true in 
any sense. Men owning property on streets 
where the business traffie is so great as to 
wear out the street-pavements rapidly have 
the value of that property and its zannual 
rents magnified in far greater proportion than 
the mere cost of repeated paving. If the own- 
ers of property on Wabash avenue, State, 
Clark, Dearborn, Wells, Lake, Madison, 
Washington, Randolph, Monroe, and other 
streets have td pay more frequently for street- 
paving than owners of property on other 
streets, they must remember that the same 
reason which makes this repaving necessary 
is the one which gives to their property its 
immense Value, Are they willing to be taxed 
upon the value of their lots, buildings, stocks 
of merchandise, and general business to pay 
for paving for all time hereafter the many 
thousands of other streets which are to be 
paved and repaved in the years to come? 
Would these people drive away this heavy 
traffic which wears out their street-pave- 
ments to save the cost of repaving as often as 
may be necessary? 

Is not the present rule, by which every man 
pays his own bill and pays the bills of no 
other,—pays for paving in front of his own 
lots and not in front of other people’s lots,— 
the wisest, best, and most satisfactory way? 
We have not yet discovered how to pave 
streets in a permanent mannef.” Until we 
do, there will repaving just as often as the 
business done on the street requires it. 

To adopt the proposed law would lead to 
interminable confusion and jobbery. The 
whole sum allowed now to be raised by tax- 
ation for general purposes would not be suf- 
ficient for repaving in “a permanent man- 
ner the streets which would demand such 
improvement. Each of the twenty-four 
wards would at least demand an equal pro- 
portion of street-paying. At present the tax 
for repaving and paving street intersections, 
and in front of alleys and public property, is 
a large annual charge; what will thatcharge 
be if the cost of repaving the entire streets 
of the city is added thereto ? 

This bill is general in its character, and 
applies equally to all the other cities in the 
State, and we question whether the people of 
those cities wish to be saddled with a system 
which provides tor a general tax to improve 
private property. 

The present limit on city taxation for gen- 
eral purposes is 2 per cent. If this law 
should pass, 2 per cent would not be suffi- 
clent to raise the revenue needed for this 
permanent improvement of the streets of 
this city. Beginning perhaps at the rate of 
one million of dollars a year, the annual 
revenue needed for this work of improving 
the streets in a permanent manner would 
soon exceed ten millions of dollars, and 
still the streeis would wear out and have to 
be repaved as often as they do now. The 
mere deciaration by the Council that a street 
had deen paved permanently“ will not 
make the street pavement last any longer or 
be any more “permanent” than it would 
be in the absence of any such declaration. 
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BAD WEATHER FOR HEALTH. 

Almost everybody has become impressed 
with the fact that the present winter has been 
an exceptionally unhealthy season. This is 
not true of Chicago alone, but of nearly 
every region in the country. The vita 
statistics of the year will probably show that 
the death-rate ia Chicago remains, as it has 
been in the past, lower than that of any other 
large community in Europe or America; but 
they will also be likely to show an increase 
everywhere in the extent of disease and in 
the number of deaths, The conditions have 
been such as to develop allments of all kinds 
that affect the weakest partsin individual 
constitutions, and to so debilitate the system 
as to impair the power of physical resistance 
against the attack of disease. As cloth 
tears at the weakest part, or a boiler 
rents where there is an imperfection, so the 
man yields under certain influences, such as 
cold or biliousness, at the frailest point. No 
specific character of disease has been de- 
veloped by the unusual condition, except it 
be what has been called winter cholera,” 
and that seems to be no more nor less than 
aggravated biliousness which takes @ dit 
ferent form in different persons. But all 
the diseases that are produced or aggravated 
by unfavorable atmospheric econditions— 
such as colds, coughs, influenza, diphtheria, 
rheumatism, pneumonia, and the like—have 
been more general and troublesome than 
usual. It has been the rule everywhere that 
people get sick more easily and recover more 
slowly than is their habit, and that those who 
have been threatened with any constitu- 
tional premonition of disease have either 
succumbed to it or had the warning em- 
phasized by worse symptoms. 

The doctors do not seem to have given any 
satisfactory explanation of this abnormal 
condition of things. Perhaps they do not 
know. Dr. Blackburn, Governor of Ken- 
tucky, is reported as having said that there 
was too much (more likely too little) ozone 
in the air during the fall, and attributed the 
epizobtic diseases among the horses and cat- 
tle to that fact; he is also represented as 
having predicted a reaction from this condl- 
tion, in which a lack of ozone will probably 
lead toan epidemic of cholera. But this 
theory is not very intelligible to laymen, and 
does not seem to account in any case for the 
extent of winter troubles.

During 
that period the whole public was in the situa- 
tion of a family who live on the shaded side 
of a house, or in the shadow of some neigh- 
boring wall where the sunshine does not 
reach them. The health-giving warmth of 
the sun’s rays have been withheld from the 
human system, and the tendency has been to 
fungus-growth. The atmosphere has been 
dense and noisome as a consequence. There 
were several nights, so cold that the weather 
ought to have been clear, when the fog in

THE REVISION OF THE NEW TESTAMENT. 

The fortheoming publication of the revised 
edition of the New Testament is awaited 
with much curiosity and interest by a large 
element of all Christian denominations, and 
possibly with a feeling of apprehension by 
many who dread any change in the old 
Bible, which has been their companion from 
youthup. The work of revision was com- 
u. ed ten years ago, and is the result of 
the deliberations of two Committees,—one of 
fifty of the best English scholars, and the 
other of thirty of our own. Where there 
has been any disagreement, the English ver- 
sion bas been used, but the American is 
given in the appendix, so that the reader pan 
have the choice of either. 

The changes which have been made per- 
tain rather to form of expression than to the 
substance of statement. All the funda- 
mental doctrines of Christianity remain as 
they were. Very little of the textis altered 
in meaning from that of the King James 
version. The principal changes are the recti- 
fication of genders to suit our modern forms 
of expression, the substitution of the definit 
for the indefinit article and vice versa, and of 
the present for the past tense of verbs where 
the sense evidently requires it. In some 
cases entire verses have been omitted, but 
this is mainly where they involve repetitions 
and parts of verses that do not appear in the 
older manuscripts, as in the Lord’s Prayer, 
for instance, Where the entire doxology is 
omitted, the prayer reading in the new 
version as follows: Our Father which art 
im Heaven, hallowed be Thy name, Thy 
Kingdom come. Thy will be done, as in 
Heaven, 80 on earth. Give us this day our 
daily bread, and forgive us our debts as we 
also have forgiven our debDtors. And lead 
us not into temptation but deliver us from 
the evil one.” From a very long list of the 
changes, compiled by the New York Times, 
we select the following as the most striking:

A curious change in the text, and one 
which may meet with considerable opposi- 
tion, especially from the rigidly orthodox, is 
the substitution of the Greek Hades for Hell, 
The reason for the change has not yet been 
stated, but whatever it may be the new term 
seems as incongruous as the other was 
harsh. It certainly does not convey eny idea 
of the modern orthodox Hell, for the Greek 
Hades was in no sense correspondent with 
it. It was a place of imprisonment rather 
than of punishment, for the only punish- 
ment which the Greeks conceived of was ap- 
plied to the unfortunate ghosts who wan- 
dered in Lethe. The Greek Hades was a 
land of shades, but there is no reason to sup- 
pose that the shades were undergoing tort- 
ure, as they would if they had been in 
the English or German orthodox Hell. 
The general effect of the substitution seems 
to be to expunge the modern idea of Hell 
from the Bible; and we doubt whether this 
will be relished by the orthodox or even ac- 
cepted kindly by those who are accustomed 
to use the old word, either religiously or pro- 
fanely. The other change noted above— 
namely: in the Lord's Prayer—will hardly 
commend itself te Christians in whom re- 
ligious sentiment is very strong, for it omits 
the most beautiful passage in the ole 
prayer and ends it very abruptly. Unques- 
tionably the translators are right, for the 
doxology is not found in the earlier manu- 
scripts, but they will hardly care to inquire 
curiously about that; In this instance, as in 
many others, sentiment will doubtless make 
a hard fight against utility and cor- 
rectness.

THE IRISH SITUATION. 

The cable news from Europe is mainly oc- 
cupied with reports of the exciting, revolu- 
tionary, and most extraordinary proceedings 
in the British House of Commons, and re- 
ports of the feverish and hardly-restrainable 
feeling among the whole Irish people, and 
the intense interest among all classes of the 
English, Perhaps it may not be out of place 
te state again, briefly, such facts as may an- 
swer the question, * What is it all about?“ 

In round numbers, there are five millions 
of people in Ireland, who are, by reason of 
foreign rule, dependent exclusively for ex- 
istence on the products of the soll, nearly all 
manufacturing having been crushed out. If 
the farm products fail, or be destroyed, or be 
carried off to any considerable extent, then 
there are famine and death by the roadside, 
only alleviated by compulsory emigration or 
charitable contributions by the Americans. 

The entire soil of Ireland upon which the 
five millions of native population are depend- 
ent for the ordinary means of existence is 
owned by about 5,000 persons, whose titles 
rest on confiscation, and who, with few ex- 
ceptions, are non-residents, and are aliens to 


Ireland in every sense. Their interest, as is 


a body, is purely proprietary. The lands 
were taken from the native owners a couple 
of centuries since by force, and couferred 
under feudal tenure upon English courtiers 
of the Crown. With slight exceptions no 
part of the land is cultivated by the alleged 
owners, the proprietors dividing it into small 
tracts, renting it to tenants at rates of rent 
which, even in the most prosperous seasons, 
afford the tenant, after paying his rent, bare- 
ly food enough to maintain life. If the crop 
fail or fall short, then there is of necessity 
a deficiency of food and an inability to pay 
the rack-rent, and eviction follows. 

There is, therefore, a perpetual struggie on 
the part of the occupants between famine 
and the landlords. There are always more 
families to whom land is a necessity than 
there iz land to be had in quantities equal to 
even a small farm in this country: so to meet 
this demand the land is cut up into holdings 
ranging from five to twenty-five acres, and, 
as these are essential to life, the landiord is 
able to exact any rate of rent he may fix, 
The tenant has no choice. If he have ho 
land he must starve for want of food, as 
there is no other means to obtain it. @he 
rack-rent has first to be paid out of the prod- 
uct of the land; the necessity for food is sub- 
ordinate te the payment of the rent, even if 
to discharge the latter take every potato, 
pig, chicken, and egg produced. 

The products of the land, whether thay be 
cattle, pies, sheep, poultry, grain, hay, or 
potatoes, are sold to meet the Inexorable and 
enormous demand for rent, and of the pro- 
ceeds $60,000,000 are anuually remitted to 
England to- the landlords, Not one dollar of 
this money is expended in Ireland, and this 
drain of the substance of the land has been 
continuous for two hundred years. 

The tenure by which land is held by the 
tenants, except in a few northern counties, is 
practically at the will of the owner. If the 
tenant fall to pay the rent at the time fixed, 
he is served with notice, and in brief time is 
evicted,—that is, expelled from the farm he 
has been occupying,—and this is dene by 
armed force. An evicted tenant is with his 
family condemned to death or the Poor- 
House. Without land he cannot earn a liv- 
ing; an evicted tevant cannot obtain other 
land; and it is the landlord rule in Ireland 
that no tenant ean harbor, or shelter, or oth- 
erwise aid a tenant who has been evicted for 
non-payment of rack-rent without forfeiting 
his own lease. An eviction, therefore, means 
a denial of the means of existence, and an 
evicted family has no refuge but. the road- 
side, where in bad seasons they perish from 
starvation and exposure. 

If the tenant during his occupancy add 
any improvements to the land, these im- 
provements are confiscated. As Mr. Glad- 
stone said a year ago, if the 15,000 evic- 
tions of which notice had been given in 
Ireland were executed, it would involve the 
dental of the right of existence to 90,000 
human beings, and the legal sacrifice of that 
many human lives. 

The crops of 1878 and§is79 were bad,—so 
bad that to pay the rents of those years 
swept the accumulations of the Island, leaving 
the great mass of the land oecupants without 
food and without money. When 1880 opened 
there had to be an appeal to the charity of 
the world to avert a fame. Money and 
food were sent for general relief, but from 
egery village and town and city in the United 
States there were private remittances sent 
from sens and daughters and kindred aggre- 
gating miliions of dollars, every penny of 
which was applied to phying overdue rack- 
rents in order to avert the death in the other 
form resulting from eviction. 

The Land League wasformed on the model 
of trades-unions, to agitate fora redress of 
grievances by the British Parliament. They 
advised the farmers to pay no exorbitant 
rent: when it was a choice between pay- 
ing rack-reut and going without food, to pay 
only a part of the demand; and they advised 
for the common good that no man should 
rent any land from which a tenant had been 
evicted, and to enforce all these suggestions, 
not by violence, but by common consent and 
general opinion. The result was that tens of 
thousands of evictions were postponed; that 
an actual famine was averted; and that lana- 
lords were brought face to face with an agi- 
tation for the reform of the land tenures, The 
Laud League asked of the British Par 
a change in land law that would 
the people “Fixed tenures, Free sale, and 
Fair rents.”

The introduction of the latter bill has been

Mr. Gladstone, and even John Bright, bas 
Laie forced to overcome this obstructive op- 
position by an appeal to parliamentary power 
rarely, if ever, invoked in the British House 
of Commons. The Speaker of the House 
has made rulings which have never had a 
precedent in that body, and the thirty-four 
Irish obstruction have been overwhelmed 
by the numeri ree opposed to them. 
The House of Commons numbers 650 mem- 
bers. Of these the Ministerial party has a 
majority of 70, including the Irish members. 
If we are to understand the vote sustaining 
the rulings of the Speaker as a test one for or 
against any legislative relief for Ireland, then 
the Irish party is in a more hopeless minority 
than ever before. But this test is not in- 
dicated by the vote. It is evident that Mr. 
Gladstone proposes a deliberate and square- 
issued contest in favor of a radical change 
of the Irish Land law and a complete 
delandiordism of that country, and 
that this Coércion bill is a mere 
concession to English prejudices and 
a disarmament of the Tory and Whig par- 
ties. This is confirmed by the fact that no 


less than sixty of the Irish members who 


fuvor land reform voted with the Ministry in 
its efforts to enforce control of the House, 
and that John Bright, and Chamberlain, and 
all the Radicals yoted with the Government. 
As the execution of the Coercion law is in 
the discretion of the Ministry, the Govern- 
ment can make it as harmless as it pleases. 
Nevertheless, ail the Kingdom is. excited, 
agitated, and alarmed, 


NorTurne can be more melancholy than the 
last days of an American President’s term 
of office. However well he may have ac- 
quitted himself in the discharge of his public 
duties, he is not much regarded when he is 
about to lay down his power. He glides 
back into private life almost unnoticed. The 
interest of the people centres about bis suc- 
cessor. The value of the retiring President's 


Services to the country is not known and 


cannot be estimated at such a time. His 
virtues and failings must be judged in a 
calmer season, and his place in history fixed 
by a later generation. The ex-President’s 
conduct in his retirement and the public ap- 
preciation he receives may go far to deter- 
mine what place he holds in the regard of 
his fellow-citizens. Sincere expressions of 
teeling concerning him are more apt to come 
when he has lost his power to reward or 
punish than when he possessed it. 
There have been Presidents whose influence 
has not perished with their resignation of of- 
fice. Thomas Jefferson at Monticello and 


Andrew Jackson at the Hermitage wieldeda 


great political authority long after they had 
left the White House. Pilgrimages were 
made to their homes as to the shrine of some 
Grecian oracle, and their advice was eagerly 
sought and generally followed by the mem- 
bers of their own parties. Gen. Grant is an- 
other notable instance of a President who 
has not become obscure in retirement. He 
was received with almost Royal honors in all 
the Courts of Europe, and returned to his own 
country apparently a greater man than when 
he left it. That hestill has great political in- 
flience was shown in the last campaign, 
when he made the strongest, most powerful, 
and most effective speech that was produced 
by either side. What will be the fate of 
President Hayes in his retirement remains to 
be seen. Will there be pilgrimages to Fre- 
mont? Will the whole Nation rise to do him 
honor and uncover in his presence? Will 
his services be eagerly sought in the next 
campaign, and his advice demanded in 
critical emergeney by his former party asso- 
ciates? Let us live and learn. Nothing can 
be more certain than that his place in history 
cannot be determined now in the last days of 
his dying Administration. Welcome the 
coming, speed the parting guest.

Dun, Feb. 5.—The excitement in Ire- 
land consequent upon the arrest of Davitt 
has given place to a quiet determination to 
await the course of events and make the best 
preparations for meeting any action which 
the Government may take under the Coer- 
clon act.

FAILURES. 


PHILADELPHIA. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Pur.apecruta, Feb. 5.~—The misfortunes 
of trade have overcome one of the largest 
cotton and woolen manufactures in this 
city, John Brown’s Sons having suspended 
this morning. In April last they showeda 
surpius of $487,000, after taking the mills 
and the machinery ata fair valuation. Now 
they owe $700,000 in this city, Nev. York, and 
No payments have been made by 
the firm since the first. week in January, and 
a strong effort has been made in the mean- 
time to effect a compromise, but in vain, The 
failure is caused by the shrinkage in value 
of stock and machinery. Worsteds and doe- 
skin jeans, plain fabrics, were the principal 
goods manufactured, and when the styles 
changed a few months since and fancy goods 
came in great demand, the firm found itself 
with a large amount of machinery on hand 
which was practically worthless, not being 
adapted to making the class of goods the 
market demanded. A heavy expense was in- 
eurred in purchasing new machinery and in 
replacing and equipping the building burned 
last year. The profits arising from 
the goods manufactured have not been 
as great as were anticipated, and it 
has been impossible to rally from 
the heavy load of debt in time to meet ma- 
turing obligations, the firm’s means being en- 
tirely locked up in mills and machinery. The 
firm of John Brown’s Sons is now repre 
sented Mr. James Brown, son of the fouader 
of the house. In April last over $700,000 was 
invested in the milis and machinery, but the 
decline in the prices of real estate has greatiy 
reduved its value. The firm operated 
two wills—one at Third and Moore 
streets, and the other at Eighth 
and Tasher stceets. In Janaury, 1579, 
the mils at Eighth and Tasher streets were 
burned. But the loss on the property was 
covered by Insurance. The loss of business, 
however, was heavy. Last year another dis- 
astrous fire oecurred, and this ss and the 
2 use atlending the rebuilding of the mills 
zighth and Tasher streets and stock them 
with improved machinery, were the begin- 
ning of the firm’s embarrassment. On June 
5, 1870, John Brown retired from the firm, 
his sons Robert A. and James continuing 
the business. Robert A. Brown died 
a few months ago, and his . . 
is therefore the only member of the firm sur- 
viving. The wills are considered among the 
best in the country, and are variously esti- 
mated te be worth from $500,000 to $700,000, 
The mills have been closed since Saturday, 
Jan. 29, but can be run ata paying rate. Mr. 
Brown ‘thinks if his creditors will allow him

In Nos. 99 to 107, two double frame tenement 
buildings, there are some forty-two or three 
people, many of them children, and the sur- 
roundings are frightful to behold, In this 
and the adjoining premises, from No. % 
to No. 107, the yards are undivided 
and are used in common by all the tenants. At 
the rear are situated the cut-houses, four in 
number, placed over one geuerul vault, two of 
which belong to the premises fronting on 
Adams street. This is also the situation of the 
out-buildings at the rear of the other double 
tenements,—that is, the vault is in common with 
that belonging ta the buildings fronting on 
Adams street. The economy of the several 
owners is made apparent in the fact that the 
sewage from these several buildings empties 
directly into a catch-basin, one for each of the 
double tenements, which is not provided. with 
any form of water-seal, and this is connected 
with the vault by a box-drain. and from the 
vault the contents are conveyed by a drain to 
the Adams street sewer. These catch-basius 
are located in the yard close to the building. be- 
tween the stairs leading to upper rear tene- 
ments. They frequentiy fill up and over- 
flow, creating a at the rear 
and beneath the more than 
one occasion the night-soill bas backed up 
through the drain into the catch-basin, and 
flowed out on to the ground beneath the buiid- 
— Although a man is engaged by the owner 
to keep the sewerage in order, it is alleged that 
be does as little as possible, and that the neigu- 
bors, after standing the stench as long as they 
can, take turns in clean out the drains lead- 
ing to the vaults, as well as the basins them- 
selves, and that in this way they manage to ex- 
ist. The only method ur process by which the 
contents of the vaults are removed is by flush- 

The contents of the catch-basin are par- 
tially cleaned out, aud a stream of water from 
the hydrant ig carried into that, and another di- 
rectly into the vault, and by the combined effect 
of the two streams it is in a few bours deciared 
to be in a s@mitary condition. In reference 
to the scavenger, one of the occupants 
stated that she had once come to an understand- 
ing with a scavenger who had promised that, if 
she would have her garbage ready in a box be- 
fore her door, he wouid call regularly and empty 
it. The lady said that her partof the contract 
was immediately filled, but the scavenger never 
came again, and finally the box was broken 
down by old age and the garbage. What there 
was left was scattered upon the street. 

Again,in front of No. 158 South aines 
street, on the opposit side, at the inte uon of 
Quincy street, re stands a box that was 
filled with garbage last fall. The occupant says 
that scavengers never come to remove garbage, 
but the Heaith Department regularly attends to 
the removal of the ashes.

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‘DIPHTHERIA. 
SOME USEFUL HINTS REGARDLNG ITS TREAT- 
MENT. 

In the premonitory stages of diphtheria, when 
the patient is affected with rigors or chilliness, 
or these with alternate and irregular flushes of 
beat, a full warm bath, as warm as the patient 
can bear comfortably, for ten or fifteen minutes 
should be employed if practicable. If this is 
impracticable, the warm hip-bath and the hot 
foot-bath are the best substitutes. If these are 
not available, warm fomentationsto the abdo- 
men and botties of hot water to the sides and feet 
should be resorted to. If there is at this time 
pain or soreness of the throat without much heat, 
fomentations should be applied externally for 
ten or fifteen minutes, followed by the cold wet 
compress et vered with a dry t wel or cloth, and 
this should be rewe. aud reuppiied as often as it 
becomes warm or nearly dry. The patient should 
keep entirely quiet at this time, avoiding every- 
tning in the shape of food, condiments, stimu- 
lants, and medicines, swallowing nothing but 
pure water, and of this only so much as is 
demanded by the thirst. The temperature 
of the water for drinking may be that which is 
most agreeable for the patient. When the hot 
stuge of the fever 1s fully developed, the tepid 
balf-bath and the tepid ablution may be resorted 
to. In the case of more feeble patients, and 
where the external beat is moderate or un- 
equal, the tepid ablution should be preferred. 
The temperature of the water should be cool, 
but not very cold,—say from 75 degrees to 8 de- 
grees Fahrenbeit. Either of the baths may be 
repeated as often as occasion requires,—that is, 
as often as the external temperuture of the pa- 
tient rises much above the normal standard. 
The patient should be put to bed immediately 
after each bath, and be kept warm and com- 
fortable. Much sweating, however, is to be 
avoided, although a very moderate perspiration 
may be desirable. Too much care cannot be 
taken to keep the feet warm and the head cool: 
and if there is the least tendeficy to coldness of 
the lower extremities and heat of the bead, hot 
bottles should be applied to the feet and cold 


wet cloths to the head. When there is much 
pain, heat, or 
SWELLING OF THE THROAT, 
or when the little patches of fibrinous exudation 
become visible on the mucous membraue of the 
tonsils, or elsewhere, the local treatment must 
be varied aceordingiy. Cold applications must 
be noW re to, and employed thoroughly 
and perseveringly until the morbid secretion is 
arrested. Sips of very cold water may be taken 
frequently, or, what is still better, bits of ice 
may be put into the mouth and aliowed to meit 
away, while the throat is enveloped in cold wet 
cloths. The object now is to check the vioience 
of the inflammation and thus arrest the exuda- 
tion of the membrunous material, and there is 
no Way to do this so certainly and so effectually 
as to reduce the morbid heat below the point 
which is essential to the excretion of 
coagulable lymph. This plan has been em- 
pioyed in thousands of cases of croup with 
almost uniform success. Aud in the ulcerated 
sore throat of maiignant scariet-fever it 
is, as every experienced mother as well as 
ysician knows, the only reliable resource. 

f the patient is at any time troubled with 
barassing cough, difficult expectoration, or 
laborious rec piration, or all together, after the 
violence of the inflammation has _ subsided, 
warm water drinking, to the extent of inducin 
vomiting, if need be, should be resortedto. An 

in the latter st we of the disease, when the con- 
creted exudation is firmly adherent to the 
mucous surface, or bas extended widely in the 
bronchial tubes, warm fomentations to chest 
and throat are proper. Abundance of 

PURE FRESH AIR 

is quite as important in the treatment of diph- 
theria as are the bathing processes. No doubt 
the contagiousness or noncontagiousness of the 
disease depends very much on the means which 
are employed to ventilate and cleanse the apart- 
ment. The patient should be kept comfortable 
by means of bed-clothes and fire if hecessury, 
but on noconsideration should all of the windows 
and doors be closed tor a moment. The safety 
of others, as weil as of the patient, may depend 
on this precaution. In close rooms and in un- 
derground apartments, where free ventilation 
by doors and windows is impossible, the air of 
the piace may be purified to a great extent by 
we the door vigorously forward and back- 
ward. in this way, in the crowded tenement- 
houses of our cities and large vill fresh air 
may be supplied and the accumulated miasms 
expelled.

WINE IN THE WHITE HOUSE 


Grave Question Agitating a Prominent 
Mentor Family—How the President- 
Elect Is Bored—Regulating Mis So- 
cial HMabits and Hospitabie Instincts, 

By Telegpuph to New York Heraid. 

CLEVELAND, O., Feb. 3.—Meassrs. Cornell and 
Platt dave been very silent about the object of 
their visit to Mentor, as has almost everybody of 
importance who has gone there within the last 
five or six weeks. 

It ie supposed very generally that Mr. Garfield 
has called in succession; Fenton, Pierrepont, 
Cornell, and Platt to Méntor only to consult 
with them about New York politics. No 
doubt he has talked over such matters 
freely with them, but it is known here among 
those who. have the most intimate rela- 
tions with Mentor that another and quite 
different question bas formed an earnest sub- 
ject of diseussion between Garfield and bis emi- 
neut visitors. Little as the general public sus- 
pects it, chey have at Mentor a trouble which 
the mere formation of a Cabinet, or the selec- 
tion of a new set of Foreign Ministers, or even 
the determination of a policy, is atrifie. The 
real, the quite awful trouble which cause !sieep- 
less nights to the Sage ot Mentor, and which 
makes bis waking hours uneasy, has no reladon 
to politics or politicians. It does not cvncern 
the great Conklingimbroglio, if there is one: it 
has no reference to Mr. Cameron's possible atti- 
tude toward the next Administration; it bas 
pothing to do with Gen. Grant's likes or dis- 
likes; it does not relate to the everlasting 
Southern question, or to the tariff; or to the 
revival of commerce, or to subsidies, or to in- 
ternal! improvements, or to the Speakership of 
the next House, or to the —.— complexion 
of the next Senate, or the improvement of the 
Mississippi, or to the Monroe doctrine, or the 
Interoceanic Canal, or the new Mexican rail- 
ways. It is a problem before which ali these to- 
gether pale their ineffectual fires.”

All this gives a curious amount of trouble at 
Mentor. Gen. Gartield does not like to give of- 
fense to many good people who have total ab- 
stinence at heart or on the brain. But neither 
does he like to play the bypocrit. He is not a 
total-abstinence man. He likes a giass of wine, 
and in Washington he bas long been kuown, not 
only as a good diner-out, a lover of a good din- 
ner, but as one who at dinner could and did take 
his share of wine, and liked it. He has never 
deen a dinner-giver himself to any extent, be- 
cause he has always been in narrow circum- 
stances; but he feels that K would be rank hy- 
pocrisy in him to refuse wine to bis guests at his 
own table on any pretense of principle. 

But a good many of those who are making him 
unbappy about this ridiculous matter of wine at 
—— uners urge that what is wanted is an ex- 
ample. 


MR. HAYES’ PRECEPT AND PRACTICE. 


They say that President yes is not a tee- 
totaler either, and this evéfybody who knows 
him in Obio says is true. Mr. Hayes never, it 
seems, made any pretense of disiiking a glass of 
wine until he became President, and be bas been 
known to sit with friends in a German beer- 
garden and take his shure of a bottle or two of 
wine witbout hesitation. So they say here- 
abouts. Indeed there are tales floating ubout in 
Onio that even since he became President and 
ostentatiously refused wine to his guests et state 
dinners, he has been known to take a giass or 
two of wine freely and joyfully at other tables 
than his own andin other piaces than the White- 
House. But it seems he is the great exemplar 
of temperance because he has banished wine 
from state dinners, and poor Gartieid is urged 
and besought and poor Mrs. Gariieid is worried 
to follow the splendid moral exampic of Mr. aud 
Mrs. Hayes. 

There are people in Cleveland who have been 
ata Hayes state-dinner. They say that there 
was DO wine, but that there was ruim-punch. 
It was frozen rum-punch, to be sure, and some 
of Gartield’s friends, who have heard about the 
rum- punch, propose to advise him to make a 
strict bargain with the total-abstinence bores,— 
a sort of Treaty of Mentor, as it might be 
called. By this treaty they suggest Garfield 
shall secure to himself the right to drink un- 
limited champagne at other people's houses. 
He shall secure to himself the right to drink 
what he pleases in the White House,—cham- 
—＋ claret, German wine, or Ohio whisky. —80 
oug as there is no state-dinner; and he shall 
finaily secure to bimself the right to give un- 
Jimited rum- punch at state-dinners, but bind 
himsetf to serve no wine on such state oc- 
casions.

EAST-BOUND FREIGHT. 
A FALLING OFF. 

The roads leading east from this city still con- 
tinue to doa beavy freight business, but the 
profits from the traffic are not by any means as 
large as they were last year. In the first place, 
the rates this winter are five cents per 100 
pounds lower than they were last, and, in the 
second, it costs the roads much more this winter 
to do the business. Last winter was an un- 
usually mild one, and the expenses were little 
more man they were during the summer 
months. But this winter has been an unprece- 
deutedly severe one. Not only has the weather 
been colder than for many years past, but the 
snow-falis have also been unusually heavy, 
causing much expense on account of delays 
and to remove the snow-drifts. There ure 
many who think the snow-biockades are the 
most serious difficulties the railroads have to 
contend with, and cause the heaviest extra ex- 
penses. Yet, while this is true as far aa passen- 
ger-trains are concerned, it is not so with 
freight-trains. The freight-trains do not suffer 
halt so much from snow- blockades as from severe 
cold weather, and the unusual cold that pre- 
vailed so far this winter has made the expense 
of hauling the traftic unusualiy heavy. Freight- 
traius have always to make way for passeuger- 
trains, and have to be side- tracked at many sta- 
tions to allow the passenger-trains to pass. And 
this is what causes the expense for bauling 
freight in severe coid weather. While the 
freigbt-trains are standing on the eside-tracks 
the utmost care must be taken to keep up the 
steam. Steam iuvariably goes down and 
the journals become cold, and, when 
the trains start out again, their engines 
cannot pull balf the amount of freight they 
could have aoue had the trains been kept in 
motion, and therefore in severely cold weather 
the freight-trains have to run much lighter 
than they would in ordinary weather. Had 
there been such a winter as last year, the roads 
could bave handied much more freight than 
they did, and they would now have pienty of 
Idle cara. 

It no doubt creates surprise that under such 
circumstances the railroads should charge a 
lower rate than they did last winter. This is 
not to be attributed to apy magnanimity 
on the part of the managers, but because 
circumstances have arisen that make it impossi- 
ble for them to advance rates above the tigures 
now charged. The east-bound pool is nut prov- 
ing a success by any means, and the competition 
between the various lines remains as active as 
if no poolmg arrangement was in existence. 
Were it not for he fact that all the Eastern 
lines have us mucn business as they can weil 
handle rates would have been cut by some of 
them before now. It is therefore good policy to 
keep the rates as low as possible and prevent 
cutting, and thus give the impression that it is 
the pool which causes the strict adherence to 
tariff rates. There is another cause which 
forces the ruilroads to maintain low 
rates. This is the establiehment of barge lines 
on the Mississippi by Jay Gould, and the conse- 
quent diversion of business to that point. As 
business can be shipped much lower that way 
than by all-rail, the latter must make rates that 
will enable shippers to send their business by 
the old routes.

The General ager and Ticket Agents, 
who were instgucted by their General Managers 
to prepare a plan for settling the difficulties re- 
garding the Western passenger business, held 
another meeting yesterday at the office vf the 
Western Railway Weighing Association, in Ash- 
land Block, to further discuss the subject sub- 
mitted for their action. Besides those present 
at Friday’s meeting, there was Mr. Joseph F. 
Tucker, of the General Managers’ Com- 
mittee, who had been requested to attend 
this meeting to aid the General Passenger 
Agents in tneir task. The subject was again 
discussed at great length, and the conclusion 
was finally reached that n° permanent peace 
could be possibly established unless the busi- 
ness between Chicago, St. Louis, and Kansas 
City was pooled, The question of what busi- 
ness should go into such a pool Was then con- 
sidered, and it was found thata pool including 
the Chicago, St. Louis, and Kansas City busi- 
ness only, as proposed at the New York meeting 
sotre six months ago, would not do, but that the 
business from intermediate competing points 
must also be pooled to make the arrangement 
effective. 

A resojution was finally ſutroduced and adopt- 
ed that it be recommended to form a erand 
pool of the passenger business passing 
through Chicago and any other points be- 
tween the two places and Missouri River points. 
The figures upon which such pool is to be ar- 
ranged sbould be upon the basis of last year's 
business. There shall be three divisions, one for 
Chicago. one fur St. Louis, and one for interme- 
diaie points. Then the business is again to be 
subdivided among the lines leading from those 
points. Thus the business from Chicago would 
bave to be divided among four roads, that from 
St. Louis among three roads; from Peoria 
among three roads; from Spnagfield among two 
roads; and the Decatur business to be taken by 
the Wabash and the Bloomington traffic by the 
Alton. 

It was also recommended that a commissioner 
be appointed to take charge of the pool, and see 
to the division of the business. 

The pool as above proposed is very similar to 
the Southwestern freight pool. No action was 
taken regarding the disposition to be made of 
the outstanding unlimited tickets, there being 
no figures upon which to base any action. It is 
generally conceded that this unlimited ticket 
dimeulty will prove a bad stumbiing-biock in 
the way of the arrangement. The Wabash re- 


fuses to submit a statement showing the amount 


of unlimited tickets it sold during the late war 
and at the rates they were disposed of until a 
nas been formed, and several of the roads 
eclare emphatically that they will not submit 
to a pooling arrangement until a statement has 
been submitted by all the roads showing the 
number of unlimited tickets nowin the hands 
of outsiders. But besides this, it will be no easy 
matter to form a pool as proposed by the General 
Passenger Agents, and the General Mavagers will 
find ita bard job to get the roads to agree upon 
percentages. The Wabash did no business of 
any account between Chicago and Missouri 
River points last year, and consequently can 
submit none upon which its basis of percentage 
can be based. The Rock Island also refuses to 
have its percentage based upon last year’s busi- 
ness, claimtlig that its Kansas City line was not 
fully established then and that it is entitled to 
much more than those figures would indicate, 
Sbould a pool be formed, which. bowever, is still 
very problematical, and a Commissioner be ap- 
pointed, as proposed, it is very likely that it will 
be offered to Mr. James Chariton, General 
Passenger and Ticket Agent of the Chicago & 
Alton ilroad. There is no other genile- 
man who would prove as satisfactory to 
all the as Mr. Chariton, as he is 
unusually well alified for the duties of such

PROGRESS OF THE PLANS FOR THE INAUGU- 
RATION OF PRESIDENT GARFIELD—WHAT 
HAS BEEN DONE FOR THE PERFECT AC- 
COMMODATION OF THE THRONG FROM 
ABROAD. 

The preparations for the inauguration of 
President Garfield on the 4th of March are be- 
ing carried forward in Washington with a vim 
and earnestness which bespeak an event pos- 
sibly the greatest in the history of the National 
Capital.

There in 
bed lay his mother, with eves widely extended 
and she looking wildly with them, wbile oa the 
hearth lay the y of his uncle, stiff and stark 
in death, ly burned, and with eyes, cheeks, 
—— and a portion of his neck eaten by cats, the 
whole presenting a ghastiy sight. rs. Good- 
paster had never closed her eyesduring the 
whole night, and was lying there facing the body 
of ber dead brother, and unable to move at all 
or make any noise whatever, and was compelied 
to see the cats cat the tlesh from the face uf 
her brother. Mrs. Goodpaster is now lying in a 
very critical condition, and the chances are that 
this night of torture has so shocked ber that she 
can never recover, or, if she does, her miad will 
be gone.

Mr. Martin H. Foss, a well-known business- 
mah aud member of the Board of Trade and of 
the Board of Trustees of Hyde Park, died rri- 
day evening at his residence on the corner of 
Indiana avenue and Forty-seventh street, of a 
complication of typhOid - fovex and inflammatory 
rheumatism, after a brief illness of only a 
week's duration. | 

Mr. Foss was born. April 2, 1882, in Thornton. 
N. H., and came in 1855 toObicago. He returned 
in the course of a few years to bis home in the 
East, but again came West, and about 1360 re- 
settied in Chicago, and entered upon an active 
business cureer which lasted up to the time of 
the sickness whieh killed him. After serving 
for a year as Grain pe ay on the Board of 
Trade, be organized with his brother the tirm of 
8. D. & Co., which for man years did a 
large and prosperous businesa, Oo years ago 
the name of the firm was changed to that of 
Foas, Scroay & Co., the deceased having a one- 
third interest in it. 

In 1878 Mr. Foss was elected one of the Trus- 
tees of Hyde Park, and in 1879 he was re@lected 
to the same ollice. The position which Mr. Foss 
heid in the Board as Chairman of the Finance 
and Drainage Committee gave him an ample 
opportunity of exercising bis rare business tai- 
eats to advantage fur the village, and in the 
present Board he was eminently the financial 
member, his ability to & down expenses be- 
ing so remarkbie that the cannot fall to 
greatly miss his valuable counsels, 

On the Board ot Trade Mr. Foss was loved by 
all bis associates. For some he served 
asa member of the Arbit Committee, 
and at the time of his he wus on the 
Committee of Receivers of Grain, in both of 
which tions he was greatly respected and 
honored. Mr. Foss was 4ls0 a member of the 
Call Board and of the Receivers and Shippers’ 
Association. 

Mr. Foss, who was married twice, leaves a 
wife and three childreu,—éons of 22 aad 3 
respectively, and a daugbter of 7 years of age. 
These are left in very comfortable circum- 
stances, Mr. Foss being worth over $100,000, be- 
sides being joint ownesof forty acres of land on 
the South Side and in Hyde Park, and lands in 
Lilinois, Kansas, Lowa, and Nebraska. 

The funeral of the deceased, who ‘was a 
member of the Congregational Church, will 
be o'clock Monday afternoon 
at his residence, from which carriages 
will go ta Oakwoods Cemetery. . mem- 
bers of the Board of Trade, many of whom 
calied at the office of the deceased yesterday to 
pay their respects to his memory, will act as 
pail- bearers, accompanying 
who in all his relations of life was upright, able, 
and banorabie, and whose loss will be severeiy 
felt by a larwe circie of friends and by the busi- 
ness community generally.

The stock of the Greeley Burnham Company was 
valued at $250,000; insured for $190,000. The 
building. which was entirely new, and had been 
occupied only about a month, was owned by 
Carlos Greeley, and cost $60,000; insured for 
$45,000. Sale & Co. estimate their loss at $60,000; 
insured for $40,000. Long &. Hall had about 
$15,000 worth of coffee and molasses in storage; 
insurance not known. Boucher's ioss is 


2,000. The fire originated by the falling of a 
platform erected about midway between the 
floorand ceiling of the shipping room, in the 
rear of the building, upon which were piled 
nbout a thousand cases of matches. ig- 
ulted when they fell, and iu two minutes 
whole building was in flames.

“SHE ALCOHOL TRICE. 

The arrests madein Northern New York of 
parties who were receiving alcohol dressed with 
shellac sufficient to class as shellac varnish. as 
detailed in Tue TRIBUNR special dispatches of 
yesterday, were the result of investizutions set 
on foot in this city some time ago. It was dis- 
covered that certain parties here were selling 
alcohol below the market rates, and at the same 
time it was noticed that there was a brisk alcohol 
export trade te Canada. To understand the 
scheme which was su uentiy discovered, it 
must be borne in mind t the Government 
tax on alcohol is on the basis ot 90 cents per gal- 
lon of 100 proof. At this rate the tax on spirits 
188 proof, the usual gauge for alcohol. would be 
about $1.70. The market price for alcohol, with- 
out the tax, is about 3 cents. When spirits 

ex ported in bond no tax is 

levied. he investigation set on foot here 
showed that certain parties had devised an in- 
nious scheme to evade the law. They bought 
arge quantities of alcohol which was exported 
to Canada tax free. Then they mixed the alco- 
hol with a small percentage of shellac, thus 
making a mixture which they shipped to this 
country as sheliac varnish, paying the duty of 
50.cents per gallon and 20 per cent ad valorem, 
amounting to about 65 cents. The alcouol was 
then separated from the shellac and put on the 
market. The sheilac also was sold, and the con- 
spirators profited immensely. Considerable of 
the “ varnish" came back to this city, and the 
"ras gg of the scheme are such that it is ul- 
eged that large amounts of money have thus 
been stolen. hen the alcohol is reduced by 
water to 170 proof the shellac is precipitated 
without further trouble. The alcohol is then 
redistilied or sold as low grade. No arrests 
have been mace here, and probably there will 
be no seizures, as the customs officers prefer to 
rest their case on the seizures already wade in 
the vicinity of the ports of importation. The

The decision of the Supreme Court just filed 
at Ottawa in the case of 8. D. Ward, Keceiver 
of the Repubiic Life-lnsurance Company, 
against J. V. Farwell and others is one of great 
and widespread interest. This was. iu short, a 
bill to enferce the [lability of the stockholders 
of the Republic Life-Insurance Company. The 
latter wus incorporated in 1869 under a special 
charter, first with a capital stock of $600,000, 
which was soon inoreas d to $5,000,000. In 1877 
the Auditor of State filed a petition to wind up 
its affairs, which resulted in the appointment of 
a Receiver, 8. D. Ward, and the issuauce of an 
injuvetion preventing the Company from 
transacting avy business. Subsequently Ward 
filed a bill, finding the Company's assets iunsum- 
cient to meet it MHabilities, for the 
purpose of making an assessment of 
60 per cent on the stockholders, and 


also to upset certain sealing arrangements, by 
which the Company bad taken up stock on 
which 20 per cent bad been paid and issued full- 

d stock for 2 per cent of the original amount. 
The Cireuit Court dismissed the bill, and the 
Appeilate and Supreme Courts affirmed that de- 
cision. A rehearing wus then obtained in the lat- 
ter Court, and last week an elaborate opinion 
was filed reversing the former opinion. 

After rehearsiug the facts at some length, the 
Court said one of the most important questions 
in the case was the constitutionality of the act 
of 1874, under which the Receiver was appoint- 
ed, and which was strongly denied by the stock- 
holders. It was claim ret, that the act im- 
paired the obligation of the contract between 
the State and the Company. That part of the 
act in question on which the validity of the pro- 
ceeding by the Auditor mainly depended pro- 
vided “that if the Auditor of State, on ex- 
amination of any insurance company jncor- 
porated in this State, is of the opinion 
that . . . its condition is such as to render its 
further continuance in business hazarduus to 
the insured therein : he shali appiy by 

tition toa Judge of any Circuit Court of this 
tate to issue an injunction restraining such 
Company, in whole ur in part, from further pro- 
ceeding with its business until a full ag | 
can be bad, or otherwise, as he may direct. § It 
shall be discretionary with such Judge either to 
issue such injunction forthwith, or to grant an 
order for such company, upon such notice as 
he may prescribe, to show cause why said in- 
unction should not issue,. or to cause a 
earing to be had on complaint and answer or 
otherwise, asin ordina roceedings in equity, 
before determining whether an injunction shall 
be issued. He may in all such cases make such 
orders and decrees from time to time as the 
exigencies and equities of the case way re- 
quire, and in any case, after a full hearing of all 
parties interested, may dissolye, modify, or 
such imjunction, and make 
rs and as may 
to suspend, restrain, or 
probibit the further continuance ofſthe business 
of the company.” The question then was 
whether the — had power to authorize 
the Auditor to proceed and wind up the affairs 
of the jcompany on the srrounds set forth in the 
betiuon. Such a question had never yet been 
expressly decided. The grant of a charter to a 
Corporation, it was weil settled, constituted a 
contract between the State and the corporators 
of the Company, and, as a consequence, the 
Legislature could not, when sucb right bad not 
been reserved in the charter, engraft on the 
same any new terms or provisions

and assent of the corporation. Certain terms 
and couditions were, however, a part of alisuch 
contracts, by implication, one of which was, as 
much as though expressed, that such new cor- 
poration should manage its affairs so as not to 
become dangerous or huzardousto the State or 
community in and with which it transacted its 
business. hile one Legislature could not bind 
its successor, yet it might, in the exercise of its 
legisiative functions, enter into contracts by 
which the State would be bound to the same ex- 
tent as individuais. But all such con- 
tracts must rded as subject 
to the right fof the Legisiature 
in the exercise of its police power to adupt such 
reasonable laws as should be necessary for the 
well- of the people. With certain consti- 
tutional limitations, the rights of all persons, 
whether natural or artificial, were subject to 
such legislative control as the Legislature 
might deem necessary for the generai welfare: 
and it was a fundamental crror to suppose 
there was any difference in that respect be- 
tween the of natural and artiticial per- 
sons. Just as a person by d rding the 
rights of others might forfeit not only his 
liberty but his life, so a corporation by s con- 
ducting its affairs as to defeat the objects of its 
promoters and the desi ot the Legisiature in 
creating it might forfeit its right to further 
carry on its business, and also its existence as 
an artificial being. The fact that the stockhold- 
ers might be personally injured by such step 
was no sufficient reason why it should not be 
taken. A consideration of such genera! principles 
amply warranted the conciusion that the Legis- 
lature was authorized, in the proper exercise of 
the police power, to adopt such necessary regu- 
lations and legisiation as would effectual!

Whenever the 
financial condition of an insurance company 
was such that it could not make good its losses, 
it bad no right in murals or in law 
to continue its business any longer, fur to do 80 
would be a palpable fraud on those doing busi- 
ness with it. ven though there was no cause 
of forfeiture prior to the act of 1974, it did not 
follow courts were without power to decree a 
@issoiution. Moreover, Legisiatures must be 
held to bave power to meet new dangers and 
complicauons as they arise. The statute then 
only afforded a new and highly appropriate 
remedy for reclaimmg by the State the ts 
and privileges conferred on companies by their 
obarters, where there had been a misuser or 
manifest abuse of them, aud such an act the 
Legisiature was authorized to pass. Still another, 
and a cunstitutional objection to the act, was 
that it did not provide fora trial by jury. But thé 
Constitution did not require that chancery cases 
should be tried be ajury, and Cuurts of Rauity, 
it was well settled, might, except where there was 
some statute to the contrary, if they thought 

roper, pass upon all questions of fact involved 

u a controversy, without a jury. A suit to wind 
up a company’s affairs was not a mere statutory 
legai action required to be prosecuted on the 
equity side of the Court, which might, if the law 
so directed, be brought with equal convenience 
and propriety on the law side; but, on the con- 
trary, was both in its procedure, nature, and ef- 
fect an equitabie action. Such being its char- 
acter, there was no more necessity for a jury in 
it than.in apy other chancery case, and the act 
could not for t reason be called unconstitu- 
tional. The next opjection tothe act was that it

of their property, liberties, and franchises with- 
out due provess of law, There was no force in 
that objection. The act provided for a full 
hearing ov due notice. If the stockhéiders were 
not fully represented by the corporation itself, 
they could be personally brought into court.

“full hearing of all the parties interested,” and 
a final decree dissolving or restraining the cor- 
poration from further continuauce of its busi- 
ness.

SIOUX SUPPLIANTS. 


The Majority of North ru Warriors 
Surrendered — Sitting=Bu.l Sure to 
Fellow. [ 

Fort Buroxp, D. T., Feb. 3.—The surren- 
der of Sitting-Bull’s followers is almost a 
completed fact. The large body of hostiles 
which came to this side of the line under 
Sitting-Bull, and which has been for some 
little time encamped on the Porcupine, a 
tributary of the Missouri River, finally, 
through the influence of the scout Allison, 
reached Poplar River on Jan. 27, and will 
arrive at this post on Feb. 4 It is camping 
about thirty miles from here to-night. The 
band numbers between 350 and 400 souls,— 
men, women, and children,—and is under 
the leadership of Chiefs Crow-Kinzg, Good- 
Bear, Big-Skirt, Long-Dog, and Black-Eagle. 
The latter is one of the hostiles who was 
sent down by Gen. Miles in 1876 to the Chey- 
enne Agency, from whence he subsequently 
escaped. ‘They are under the escort of Maj. T. 
B. Dewees, ‘ond Cavalry, with his com- 
pany, and are still armed and have with 
them their ponies and lodges. The formal 
surrender of these Indians will take place at 
Fort Buford, and will be made to Maj. 
Brotherton in person. They have always 
claimed that they would not surrender to 
Gen. Miles nor at Fort Keogh. Sitting-Bull 
in person, with a small following of perha 
forty lodges, is still on the other side of 
live. The proposition of Maj. Iiges to pro- 
ceed to the line and demand his surrender 
from the Canadian authorities has not yet 
been replied to from Washington. In addi- 
tion to these hostiles, who are coming in, 
the influence of Allison has caused 
surrender of one of the most dangerous 
Chiefs the Sioux have ever had, named 
Low Dog. This Indian, with his peo- 
ple, withdrew from Sittmg-Bull’s lead- 
ership when that Chief talked of sur- 
rendering last fall, and refused to leave 
Canada. He is the Indian of whom Maj. 
liges spoke in his dispatch of Jan. 19 to Gen. 
Terry as follows: Low Dog, the Indian 
who was reported killed last fall between Par- 
nell’s Station and O' Fallon Creek,As believed 
to be with Sitting-Bull, and is doubtless exer- 
cisi bad influence.” The circumstances 
which forced the surrender now of this 
ludian and his followers fre simply want, 
hunger, and cold. He arrived at Poplar 
Creek on the same gay that the Indians un- 
der Crow King came from Wolf Point and 
delivered himself up to Maj: Ilwes with the 
request that he might de sent to Fort Buford. 
His coming in leaves Sitting-Bull the only 
hostile Sioux Chief now at ange, and there 
ean be but little doubt that he will soon grow 
weary of bis solitude and come in to join his 
friends at Fort Buford. He may possibly 
have a desire to be the last one to surrender, 
— it will increase his fame and repu-

the murder. He did not believe the man's life 
bad been taken at the pond, for the idea was in- 
consistent with the theory that bis body bad 
been taken to the pond to besecreted. The 
cries had been heard where the water was deep, 
but the body was not found there, and the idea 
was ridiculous that the killing oceurred in that 
vicinity. He was satisfied that the kill bad 
beeu in the eity, and that the bod 
taken to the pond to be bid, and that a mistake 
was made in taking it to shallow water.

The jury well know, he 
thought, that this was bad reasoning 
from the fact that if Hultgren bad wanted 
the money be could have borrowed it from 
tis friend simply by askmg for it. lt was a 
strong . fact, also, that they were 
friends, and good character of Hultgren was 
in bis favor. It was true that er 
had stolen or made way witha of recom- 
mendations from the prisoner's — es but 
his good character bad been established. 

In conelusion the speaker called upon the 
jurors to do their duty, warning them that if 
they convieted Hultgren that his spirit would 
return to haunt them. He beiieved that he was 
innovent of the crime, and left the case with 
them and God. 

STATE’S-ATTORNEY MITIS 

followed with the closing argument for the pros- 
eeution. The counsel for the defense, be said, 
bad stated that be did not know his client. He 
was sorry for him, and could reply by saying that 
be knew his clients. He had spent his years 
with this people of Chicago who were bis clients, 
and he knew them and loved them..

And when these worthy divines were not ex- 
pounding the faith as delivered to the Saints, 
they were sidling about the departments on the 
lookout for vacancies for suns or ceusins or 
Other relatives. The number of Methodists ap- 
pointed to office by Grant and Hayes would 
make a Presbyterian affirm the essential articies 
of his faith. The Church is so large that these 
appointments made no impression, and beyond 
a complaint now and then from one 

about another having a slice or two extra from 
Uncle Sam's pantry, the matter never excited 
much attention. 

“* Now it is different! The fact that the Dis- 
ciples have the Government has produced a 
great sensation. The boys want to be on tHe in- 
side, but the chureh is not large enough. The 
inquiry at the Congressional Library from West- 
ern Congressmen for books about the Disciples’ 
taith, so that they can be well up on the theme 
when they come to talk “ post-office,” bas be- 
come so great that Mr. Spofford, the Librarian, 4 
suffers from nervous prostration.

et is not often that a political event has such 
important theological results. If some worthy 
citizen should start a series of Disciple meetings 
between now and the 4th of March, the congre- 
gations would surpass those of Moody and San- 
key days.

But to give the good 
people their due it is only fair to make a 
further extract from the article in question: 
„The project of building a new house of 
worship at Weshingtoa is not a ne one. The 
brethren at W ug ton were in correspondence 
with us for several years on this matter, ~

A. Garfield to the Presidency, and, sooner or 
later, the enterprise would have been under- 
taken. The electson of Gen. Garfield may have 
hastened it somewhat,—that: is all.

He says: “The induce- 
ment to the announced resumption of the stage 
festal plays (Bühnenfesggpiele), with the per- 
formance of Parsifal“ the summer of 1882, 
came not so much from the financial ability of 
the Society of Patrons as froma recognition of 
the interminable delays to which this resump- 
tion would be subjected were I to make it and 
annual repititions of the festival plays depend- 
ent on the extent of the Society’s purse. In order 


sacrificing cooperation of my friends, as well as

all my works, I have determined to reserve, for 
the present, my newest work exciusively for 
pertormance inthe Festival Theatre in Bay- 
reauth; and, indeed, in such a mauner that it 
shail be accessible to the general public.

False reasoners are often best confuted by 
giving them the full swing of their own ab- 
surdities. Some arguments may be com- 
pared to wheels, where half a turn will pat 
veering upslde down that is attached to 
their peripheries; but, if we complete 
circle, all things will be just where we found 
them. Hence, it is common to say that argu- 
ments that prove too suce — nothing. 
onve heard a gentleman affirm that all man- 
kind were governed by a. strong and over- 
ruling influence, which determined all their 
actions, and over which they had no control; 
and the inference deducible from such a posi- 
tion was, that there was no distinction be- 
tween virtue or vice. ‘Now, let us give this 
mode of reasoning full play. A murderer is 
brought before a Judge, and sets up this 
strong and overruling propensity in justifica- 
tion of bis crime. Now, Judge, even if he 
admitted the plea, must, on the criminal’s 
own showing, condemn him to death. He 
would thus address the prisoner: Lou had 
a strong propensity to commit a murder, and 
this, you say, must do away the guilt of your 


crime; but I have a strong propensity to 


hang you for it, and this, I say, must also do 
away the guilt of you punishment.” 


Lady Mary Wortly Montagu observed that, 
in the whole course ot her long and exten- 
sive travels, she had found but two sorts of 
people,—men and women. This simple re- 
mark was founded on no small knowledge of 
human nature; but we might add that even 
this distinction, narrow as it is, is now grad- 
ay disappearing, for some of our beaux 
are imitating the women in everything that 
is little, and some of our women are imitat- 
ing the men in everything that is great. Miss 
Edgeworth the Mme. de Staél have proved 
that there is no sex in style: and Mad- 
ame La Roche Jacqueline and the Duchess 
d’Angouléme have proved that there is also 
no sex in courage. Barbarous or refined, in 
rags or in ruffles, at St. Giles’ or St. James’, 
covered with the skins of quadrupeds or the 
costly entrails of an insect, we are in essen- 
tials the same. 
and fly the sameevils; we loathe and love, and 
hope and fear, from causes that differ little in 
themselves, but only in their circumstances 
and modifications. Hence it happens that the 
irony of Lucian, the diseriminations of 
Theophrastus, the strength of Juvenal, and 
the wit of Horace are felt and relished alike 
by those who have.inhaled the clear air of 
the Parthenon, the skies of Italy, or the fogs 
of Londo® and have been alike admired on 
the banks of the Melissus, the Tiber, or the 
Thames. 


Men of great and shining qualities no not 
always succeed in life; but the fault lies 
more often in themselves than in others. 
Dr. Johnson was pronounced to be an im- 
producible man by a courtier, and Dr. 
Watson was termed an impracticable man 
by a King. A ship may be well equipped, 
both as to sails and as to, guns, but, if she 
be destitute both of ballast and of rudder, she 
ean neither fight with effect nor fly with 
adroitness, and she must strike to a vessel 
less strong but more manageable; and so it 
is with men: they may have the gifts both 
of talent and of wit, but, unless they have 
also prudence and judgment to dictate the 
when, the where, and the how those gifts are 
to be exerted; the possessors of them will be 
doomed to conquer only where nothing is to 
be gained, but to be defeated where every- 
thing is to be lost: they will be outdone by 
men of .less brilliant but more convertible 
qualifications, and whose strength in one 
point is not counterbalanced by any dispro- 
portion in another. Disappointed men, who 
think that they have talents, and who hint 
that their talents have not been properly re- 
warded, usually finish their career by writ- 

their own history: but, in detailing their 
misfortunes, they only let us into the secret 
of their mistakes, and; in accusing their 
patrons of blindness, they make it appear 
that they ought rather to have accused, 
them of sagacity; since it would seem 
that they saw too much rather than too 
little.—namely: that second-rate perform- 
ances were too often made the founda- 
tion for first-rate pretensions. Disap- 
pointed men, in attempting to make us 
weep at the injustice of one patron or the 
ingratitude of another, only make us smile

THE JENKINSES. 


For The Chicago Tytbune. 

In 1877 I lived about twenty miles from Wash- 
irigton, of the Potomac River. ARhough so near 
that a drive of a few hours brings us to the city, 
we are entirely removed from its concerns and 
interests. No throb of the pulses of the great 
community reaches us. We make our period- 
ical trip thither with poultry or gurden produce 
or wool, but our manners and customs are not 
affected by it. We see it externally only. The 
people are not modified by their proximity to 


| the American court. They are a sturdy, unso- 
| phisticated race, resembling their English an- 


cestors as nearly as their brethren in any part of 


| the Union. These are the inhabitants gener- 


ally. 

But there was one family near us who, as they 
represented a type of which they were them- 
sel ves the only specimens I ever saw, were in- 
teresting to an observer. When I say family, I 
mean to include a connection who lived 
within a radius of a few miles. They all sprang 
from one pair of ancestors, who settied here a 
long time ago, and now the ramifications of the 
different branches startle even themselves. The 
family name is Jenkins, and the prevailing name 
of the male members is Sam. There are Oid 
Saw,” “Young Sam,” “Long Sam,” “Lit- 
tle Sam,” “Stiff-Leg Sam,“ and 
others distinguished by peculiarities of 
person and circumstance. Still others 
are “Harrison's Sam,” “ Lige’s Sam,” etc., ac- 
cording to the Christian names of their fathers. 
They .were a rough, unkempt, untidy set, but 
owned large farms, and lived in a rude and 
boastful plenty. . 

The nearest habitation of Jenkinses to us was 
on the adjoining farm to ours, and though we 
never associated with them there was an occa- 
sional interchange of courtesies customary with 
neighbors in the country. The public road ran 
close to the house, and as we passed by we were 
frequently pressed to go in and dine, which we 
were sometimes unable to refuse without rude- 
ness. 

The head and oldest member of this family, 
known far aud wide as Miss Nancy,” was a 
widow, the mother of five sons and one daugh- 
ter.

How's your ma?” en she would 
leave me for a moment, returning with a tin 
basin piled up with her celebrated apples, or a 
cracked white pitcher, the pride of her house- 
hold, full of cider. When I would eat no more, 
she stuffed every pocket about me with fruit, 
and I must. have presented a very lumpy ap- 
pearance as I took my leave. 

If it were near a meal-time, it was next to im- 
possibie to avoid staying to it. 

“Oh, git out! You ain't gwine home hungry.“ 
she would say, and talk on for some time, gen- 
erally ending with, Lou needn't be too proud 
to eat a meals o vittels in my house.”
